It  was  written  to  B.  F.  Cummings  then  Editor  of  the  Liahona  (Eld- 
ers Journal)  in  reply  to  a sweeping  statement  made  in  Liahona  to 
the  effect  that  many  men  had  sought  to  supplant  or  succeed  Jo- 
seph, but  that  none  of  them  possessed  the  necessary  qualifications, 
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nor  any  divine  call,  nor  right  to  assume  it.  Elder  Wingfield  Wat- 

son in  an  8 page  tract  proves  that  James  J.  Strang  had  the  neces- 
sary qualifications  to  fill  and  did  fill  the  office  of  President  of  the 
Church  which  carried  with  it  the  office  of  Prophet  seer,  Revelator, 
and  translator.
